Late cabbage is usually grown as 


a crop 
following early potatoes, 


peas or some other crop that leaves 
the ground free for about one-half 
the growing season. 
The plants 


may be grown in the seed bed, if. 
being necessary to 
sow the seed 


some three or four weeks before -it 
'is desired to set them in position in 
the garden. It is an excellent plan 
to follow early potatoes with late 
cabbage, as none of the insects that 
affect early potatoes are liable to 
molest the late cabbage, and it is 
possible to set the plants between 
the potato rows some two or tJ»i-ee 
weeks before the potatoes are dug. 
In this . manner sufficient time is 
gained to permit the cabbage 
to 


reach maturity before hard freezing 
weather occurs in the fall. 


The rows should be about 3 feet 


apart and the plants some 2 feet 
apart in the rows. 
Slight freezing 


does not injure the cabbage, but it 
should not be subjected to re- 
peated 
freezing 
and 
thawing.
